"The bulletins on birds and mam- 


mals published by the Biological Sur~ 
vey at Washington correct widely pre- 
valent errors as to the economic status 
of species that affect agricultural inter- 
ests, and demonstrate the inefficiency 
and wastefulness of bounty laws, un- 
der which millions of dollars have been 
expended by the various States and 
Territories without accomplishing the 
object for which they were intended. 


"Birds are the farmer's most valua- 


ble aids in his life-long battle with the 
insects that play on his crops. How 
important, therefore, that he should 
not destroy them that do him greatest 
service. 
In the case of hawks and 


owls the division has snown, by the 
examination of the stomach contents 
of about three thousand of these uni- 
versally hated and persecuted birds, 
that only six out of the seventy-three 
kinds inhabiting the United States are 
injurious, and three of these are so 
rare they need hardly be considered, 
leaving only three to be taken into ac- 
count as enemies of agriculture. The 
others prey upon mice, insects and oth- 
er vermin, and rank among the farm- 
ers' best friends. 


"Since its establishment, in 1885, the 


Division has examined the stomach 
contents of nearly fifteen thousand 
birds belonging to two hundred species 
and sub-species, and has published in- 
formation on the food habits of one 
hundred 
and forty 
Kinds, 
mainly 


hawks, owls, crows. ;ays. blackbirds,

The decline of the tropical regions of 


America has of late years been tt. fruit- 
ful topic of discussion. Weii provided 
as the public has been with statistics 
as to the condition of those once fa- 
vored countries, no one who has not 
seec v.-ith his eyes the present state of 
affairs can fully realise the change. In 
a land where nature is so prodigal that 
almost the casual 
thrusting of a 


branch iato the earth insures a tree, 
desolation and poverty are everywhere 
found. The reason is plain enough; it 
is only the remedy ihat has remained a 
problem. The products of the tropics 
art gratis, and tlie exportation of these 
invo'ves a greater risk and a larger 
knowledge of the subject than has been 
Et the command of these countries. On 
ivery side there is a waste of food 
fairly maddening to the student of 
".conomics; but how to utilize this su- 
perabundance, how to convey it 
in 


proper shape to the millions who win 
only a bare sustenance from over- 
worked soils in other countries, is the 
great and hitherto unsolved problem. 


The solution now suggested is one 


which has the sanction of Australia, 
and this means more than appears on 
the surface. Whether it be because 
Australia has fewer lives to care for 
and finds them more precious, or be- 
cause the authorities have less to do, 
cannot be now debated: but the fact 
is that Australians are not permitted 
to poison themselves with adulterated 
food, as is the glorious privilege of free 
citizens in this country. The govern- 
ment watches with a. never sleeping 
eye the food which supplies the tables 
of the people. When, therefore, the 
Australian 
government indorses 
a 


process and gives it medals galore, it 
means that science has set her seal 
on it. The system of fruit preservation 
which is now being introduced into the 
West Indies and Central America has 
and vegetables are not dried on the 
countries of Australasia. 


Th new system is one of evapora- 


tion, but the process differs from oth- 
ers in that it is quickly done and in- 
sures absolute cleanliness. The fruit 
and vegetables are not dried on the 
ground for days together, like figs, 
prunes and similar preserves. Five or 
six hours is all that is required to 
change the fruit into an article that 
will keep for months and years, and" 
still preserve the original flavor—in 
some cases actually improve it. It is 
not. however, so much the mechanical 
process as the effect on the tropics 
which interests the ordinary observer, 
and it is in this direction that it is at 
present being developed. 


There is no fruit in the world so 


easy and cheap to raise as the banana, 
or which contains more nutriment ana 
can be served in a greater variety of 
ways. Yet there is no fruit which is 
so carelessly exported and the general 
value of which is so little understood. 
The banana is the main object of at- 
tack under the new evaporation sys- 
tem. 
The exporting companies use 


only the largest bananas, and every 
year thousands 
and thousands of 


bunches rot on the plantations in the 
tropics. The new evaporation process 
takes these smaller bananas and makes 
them into a dozen different marketable 
commodities. There is banana flour, 
to begin with. a. delicacy which is used 
for the making of cakes, fritters an-1 
the like. There is banana prepared as 
a substitute (an excellent one) for cit- 
ron and raisons in fruit cake. It also 
makes a delicate preserve not unlike 
and quite as delicate as figs and 
prunes. Banana 
butter is another 


product; this is a sort of jam. which 
is not unknown in tropical countries 
as 3. great delicacy rather difficult to 
make by the old-fashioned process. All 
these products can now be marketed at 
a small cost. The machinery is not 
elaborate, and the original cost of the 
fruit is almost nothing. It is esti- 
mated that the baAana butter, for in- 
stance, can be put on the European 
market and sold there at less than half 
the price of any native condiment. To 
the poor of Europe, whose list of deli- 
cacies is so limited, this will be no 
small blessing. 


The banana is not the only tropical 


fruit which is being treated br the new 
process. Any one who has lived in 
tropical countries knows that the ne- 
groes who are out of the track of civil- 
ization make from the cassava a kind 
of flour which Is extremely wholesome 
and cheap. This is also being put up 
for exportation. 
The extremely nu- 


tritious okra (the value of which is 
fully realized in the tropics, where it 
is constantly in use as a food for in- 
valids) is being prepared in quantities 
for exportation. 
In its canned form 


the okra necessarily fails to retain all 
its value as a food, but the exaporated 
vegetable has been proved by analysis 
to contain all the nuitriment. The man 
who makes okra soup a standard food 
among the poor of any country is be- 
stowing a pennenent benefit. 
Sweet 


potato flour is also made for exporta- 
tion. 


The British government is just now 


mausually keen as to the condition of 


It Wect Indian possessions. As long 
as fruit is the chief product of those 
countries, and as long as old methods 
of exportation prevail, so long will ih« 
decline of the West Indies continue. 
Once save the enormous waste by 
finding a market for the innumerable 
products of the south, and the islands 
will regain their old prestige. The 
government of Jamaica has been in- 
terested in the evaporation question, 
and a favorable outcome seems prob- 
able. In Central America the process 
is now fully appreciated. From Santa 
Tomas. Guatemala, the British army is 
now receiving supplies of evaporated 
food. The republics of Central Ameri- 
ca have all indorsed the process and 
are beginning to experimnt on their 
own account. From a trade point of 
view the innovation is important. Fruit 
authorities think that it is likely to 
revolutionize the tropical fruit trade. 
Be this as it may, there is great in- 
terest in watching the attempt to give 
to dwellers in the comparatively un- 
productive north some of the blessings 
of the prodigal south.

Kffects of the Alliances Are Strengthen-

Man is an animal, and Darwin has 


shown that not only is he closely akin 
to other animals, but that the laws 
which control the development of the 
lower animals also control the devel- 
opment of man. He has also shown 
that crossed breeds of animals are 
larger and stronger than either parent. 
When we examine into the origin of 
the English people we find the ancient 
Britons fighting and mingling with the 
Romans and subsequently with the 
Picts, Scots, Danes Saxons and Nor- 
mans. For more than a thousand 
years these various breeds of men have 
crossed and recrossed, until they have 
been molded into that homogeneous 
mass that we know as Englishmen- 


Turning to the United States, we find 


the foundations of a new nation laid 
by the sturdiest and most enterprising 
of these Englishmen. They landed on 
the then distant shore, conquered the 
wilderness, organized a new govern- 
ment closely akin to the old. and in- 
vited the people of all the world to join 
them. The Slavs, the Germans and 
the Latins mingle together, and in a 
few years become neo-Aaglo-Saxons, 
or what may be more properly termed 
Anglo-Americans. The evolution go- 
ing on in the United States is also go- 
ing on in Cana'da. in South America, 
in Australia, in New Zealand and in, 
other smaller places scattered around 
the world.

Can I Make a Farm Part 


Writing an answer to the often put 


question. "Can I Make a Farm Pay?" 
Professor Bailey of Cornell, gives in 
The World's Work some good advice-

TO CAUSES AS YET UNKNOWN.

Recently we have discussed in th< 


•columns recondite problems of physi- 
cal science. To say that these things 
are beyond the purview of engineers is 
to limit the scope of the profession. 
The business of the engineer is to util- 
ize what has been termed, popularly 
if not accurately, the forces of nature, 
for the benefit of mankind. To the 
physicist the world is indebted for the 
discovery of new phenomena and novel 
relations existing between old and new 
natural actions and interactions. It 
is impossible, however, to draw a nar- 
row line and say that the province of 
the engineer lies 011 one side and the 
territory of the man of pure science 
on the other. Thus the discovery of 
the phenomena of electrical induction 
-was mainly the work of Faraday; but 
the construction of dynamos, which 
utilize that discovery, is the daily work 
of the engineer. 
Reasoning in this 


•way, it easily becomes obvious that 
the engineer is really deeply interested 
in the whole course of modern scientific 
research; and speculations as to the 
constitution of matter and the nature 
of energy are by no means to be re- 
garded as of necessity abstractions, 
possessing no real value sufficient to 
make them worth studying. No one 
can tell from day to day whether or 
not some extremely valuable discovery 
•will be made. There is reason, indeed, 
to believe that co-relations of phenon- 
•ena may at any moment be hit on 
•which will reduce the telegraph to the 
level of a conspicuously clumsy piece 
of apparatus, or bring down the cost 
of electric lighting to a tenth of its 
•existing price. When Hertzian waves 
•were first spoken of no one dreamed 
that they would enaole us to transmit 
messages through long distances with- 
out visible means of communication. 
The telephone was built up out of 
most unlikely materials; and the man 
•who asserted that he could make an 
iron plate talk to an audience by the 
aid of three French nails, a small bat- 
tery, and a few cylinders, would have 
been regarded as a lunatic not so very 
long ago. 


Of late those who have watched the 


signs of the times will have noticed 
that a change is coming over the mode 
of thought of the more advanced seek- 
ers after physical truth. Possibly not 
many of our readers have carefully fol- 
lowed Dr. Larmor's address to Section 
A of the British association, which we 
have placed on record in our columns. 
Possibly fewer of those who have read 
it have understood it. Dr. Larmor has 
evidently failed to make the English 
language express clearly what he 
wanted to say, nor are we surprised. 
It is a hackneyed saying that "words 
fail us to express our feelings." But 
Dr. Larmor has, in all events, suc- 
ceeded in telling us that much that 
was formerly accepted as the 
very 


groundwork of physical science must 
be abondoned as untenable. He hints, 
indeed, that Xewton's laws of motion 
are no longer satisfactory expositions 
of well known truths. He seems dis- 
posed to abandon the idea that force is 
the cause of motion; a 
statement 


which we have often pointed out is 
wholly inconsistent 
with 
Newton's 


third law. 
Ions take the place of 


atoms, from which they seem to differ 
only in being infinitely more numerous. 
Kelvin's theory of vortices, with a dif- 
ference is favored, and we have again 
a theory of force centres, which so 
closely resembles that advanced years 
ago by the late Walter Browne, to say 
nothing of Bishop Berkeley, that to the 
superficial observer at all events the 
distinction is without a difference. But 
the most notable feature of the whole 
discourse is Dr. Larmor's tendency 
to adandon the pursuits of knowledge 
in certain directions. It will be be*- 
ter. he said in effect, to content our- 
selves with a statement of the chain of 
events so far as we can see the links, 
without attempting to discover the 
ends of the chain. We can study the 
effects of gravity, but it is forever im- 
possible for the human mind to con- 
ceive of any adequate cause. We may 
frame mathematical theories about the 
ether, but the human mind is inca- 
pable of forming a concept of a sub- 
stance which will comply with the con- 
ditions. In whatever 
direction we 


turn, we are stopped by the presence 
of the unknown. Dr. Larmor will have 
it, as we understand him, that much of 
the unknown is unknowable. It is pos- 
sible that we overestimate Dr. Lar- 
mor's pessimism; we trust that we do. 


Among the matters to which he di- 


rected attention was attraction. Its 
phenomena are common and obvious, 
even apart from gravity, but they ap- 
pear to be absolutely inexplicable. We 
speak of a torque of a motor, or a dy- 
namo, and it is part of the work of the 
electrician and the engineer to calcu- 
late its amount under stated condi- 
tions; but no one on earth has the 
smallest notion of why torque exists 
at all in the combination of iron, cop- 
per, cotton and shellac. The magnet 
gives us a puzzle as recondite as any 
in the universe. In old times, when 
man did not use very accurate lan- 


guage, it wan Mid that a tod««ton« 
on a permanent magnet "attracted" 
iron. No one thought of saying that 
the iron attracted the magnet to pre- 
cisely the same extent As to the na- 
ture of the links across space between 
the two, no one worried himself. "Ac- 
tion took place at a distance," that 
was enough. Sir Isaac Newton was 
the first man able to influence thought 
to any sufficient extent to point out 
that no action of the kind could take 
place without some bridge to span va- 
cuity. By degrees it began to be un- 
derstood that what we term magnetic 
attraction can be expressed in terms 
of lines of force; and, what is of all 
things important, that attraction is 
due not to anything done by the mag- 
net per se, but to some external form 
of energy which is localized and di- 
rected by the magnet. But what this 
form of energy is, or how the magnet 
works, no one, as we have said, knows. 
—London Engineer.

BISHOP HATTO AND THE RATS. 


The Old ^tory of the I>readftil Ending of 


the Wicked Man's Life. 


To the famous mouse tower in which 


the wicked Bishop Hatto was killed by 
rats, Augustine Birrell pays his re- 
spects in a paper entitled "Down the 
Rhine," which appears, with illustra- 
tions by Castaigne, in the Century. 


Between Bingen and Assmannshau- 


sen, on a rock in the middle of the 
river, is the mouse tower. What child 
has not heard of Hatto, the cruel bish- 
op of ilainz. the forestalier and re- 
grater and combiner of the 10th cen- 
tury, who, having barns full of golden 
grains, the gift of God for the food 
of man. refused to sell it to the starv- 
ing folk, preferring to hold on for a 
further rise in prices? A number of 
desperate men having unlawfully bro-v- 
en into one of these barns, this unfeel- 
ing churchman set fire to it, and (so 
pleasant was his humor) compared 
the cries of the dying men in the ajjo- 
ny of their fate to the squeaking of 
rats. In the 10th century it was dan- 
gerous to make fun of God's creatures. 
The rodents swore vengeance, and the 
bishop's conscience made him uncom- 
fortable. 
Dying screams haunt the 


memory. The vintages of the Rhine 
will hardly wash them out. The bish- 
op, I doubt not. took to drinking heav- 
ily. But he was not cured. He first 
heard rats all about him. and then he 
saw them blackening his floors and 
nervously twitching their sharp white 
teeth. He took to his heels and fled 
from their horrid little faces, but they 
followed at a quick gallop. Was ever 
a prelate in so evil a plight? He fair- 
ly scampered to the Rhine, and leap- 
ing into a boat, sculled himself across 
to this old rock in midstream. It was 
his last chance. The rats came patter- 
ing down the banks, licking their 
teeth. They hesitated, and while they 
hesitated the hunted bishop, resting for 
a moment at the foot of the tower, be- 
sieged angry heaven with his cowardly 
prayers. 
But the hesitation of the 


avengers of blood was for a moment 
only; the rats took to the river, and 
the lordly Rhine was black and brown 
with their shiny backs. The bishop 
now knew that his end had come. He 
fied to the topmost story of the tower, 
up the spiral staircase, which in a mo- 
ment echoed the quick steps of the 
rats, that in an incredibly short time 
made an end of Bishop Hatto. So 
may all combiners pedish, be they cler- 
ics or lay, of the old world or the new. 


Of course etymology has knocked the 


bottom out of the mouse tower. 
It 


has nothing to do with mice. To grin 
like a Cheshire cat has, so etymolo- 
gists assure me. nothing to do with 
grinning or with Cheshire or with cats, 
and yet Sir John Tennel's Cheshire 
cat (see "Alice in Wonderland") dis- 
appearing into a grin will survive the 
writings of Professor Max Muller. The 
origin of words is a fascinating thing, 
but a good story is a far better thing. 
Therefore, whoever passes the mouse 
tower on the Rhine, be he going up 
stream or down, be he gentle or sim- 
ple, in or out of holy orders, papist or 
Protestant, first thinks of Bishop Hat- 
to, so justly devoured by rats, and 
then begins to bore his neighbors by 
imparting to them the information 
they have already gained from their 
guidebooks, that "mouse" is really the 
old German Musthum, meaning arse- 
nal. Still. Hatto may have been eaten 
by rats on a musthura as easily as any- 
where else. 
But by this time the 


mouse tower Is out of sight.

It is the universal experience 
in government that, when the demand 
for a measure cannot be suppressed, 
the aim is to defeat the object by mak- 
ing the law Ineffective. 
This has 


been the experience \vich every step 
in Industrial ami social legislation 
when the interests of any powerful 
class \rere arrayed against it. and cur- 
iously enough it has been the exper- 
ience with the experiments on this sub- 
ject of direct nominations. 


Laws have been passed in several 
States aiming to jrsve direct nomina- 
tions, but they have had many defects. 
They have been, in short, partial ex- 
periments toward the evolution of a 
practicable and workable measure. 
New York has the benefit of that ex- 
perience. Like the Australian ballot, 
the principle is sound: it is only the 
machinery for its application that 
needs perfecting:.—Gunton's Magazine.

Frost Alarms. 


Marked success has attended the ef- 


forts of southern and western fruit 
growers to protect, by artificial heat, 
their crops from dangerous frost at- 
tacks during the winter season. Frost 
alarms have recently been devised as 
an additional precaution. These are 
simply thermometers arranged to reg- 
ister dangerous '"drops" in temperat- 
ture, the alarm being given by means 
of an electric bell. The device is ex- 
ceedingly simple, being merely a new 
application 
of old principles. 
Ar- 


rangements are provided for the ad- 
justment of the alarm, so that the 
alarm can be set for any temperature, 
and warning given whenever the tem- 
perature falls within a few degrees of 
actual danger.

British Postal Reforms. 


Among the new century reforms 


which the postal authorities are credit- 
ed with having under consideration is 
the adoption of the system known for 
many years in India as the "value- 
payable"' parcel post. 
Under this 


scheme, for a very small commission, 
the postoffice delivers parcels, collects 
the value of the article, and transmits 
it to the sender of the parcel. During 
last year 2.500,000 parcels were thus 
carried by the Indian postoffice. the 
commission realized amounting to 
S170.000. 


The Indian postoffice has a similar 


sytem of paying monej" orders, the 
\vhole operation occupying no more 
time than it at present takes in deliv- 
ering a registered letter and obtaining 
the addressee's receipt for it. This sys- 
tem is also under discussion at the gen- 
eral postoffiee. The number of letters, 
parcels, money orders, etc.. carried by 
the Indian postoffice last year was 
520,000,000. 
The number 
of com- 


plaints was infinitesimal, and practi- 
cally the "Whole of the work is done by 
natives. There should be little difficul- 
ty, therefore, in introducing these emi- 
nently desirable reforms in the Eng- 
lish system.—London Express. 


Toys For English Children. 


The ingenuity displayed in the pro- 


duction of penny toys is marvelous, 
novelties coming out nearly every 
week. The foreign producers are quite 
alive to the fact that a child soon tires 
of a plaything and wants another, so 
they keep up a supply of things bright, 
novel and ingenious. Moreover, each 
toy has its season. As the summer 
approaches, "when children delight to 
be out of doors, the Germans send us 
musical rollers and jingling cars, and 


j for the long winter evenings they sup- 


ply novel indoor games and intricate 
puzzles—amusement for many even- 
ings—at the cost of one penny. Then 
the United States send lead pencils, 
wood blocks and colored toy books: 
the French, dolls and tin toys, a" \vell 


• as all the more expensive articles of 
this class.—Ghambcrs's Journal.

The case of Augustus EL Ebert, trad- 


ing under the firm name of B. Ebert & 
Sons, vs. Samul L. Johns, Harry N. Gitt, 
trading under the firm name of the L. 
M. Alleman Hardware Company was 
disposed of on Tuesday by the allow- 
ance of a motion for a compulsory non- 
suit. The amount sought to be recover- 
ed is $6,400 alleged to be due in large 
part for goods bought by L. M. Alleman 
from B. Ebert & Sons, of Frederick 
Md., and now payable by Saml. L. Johns' 
and H. N. Gitt. who purchased the Alle- 
man Hardware business. On the hear- 
ing of the case the defense presented a 
receipt for fo.OOO given by theEberts to 
Alleman claimed to be in full of all ac- 
counts-due Eberts l»y Alleman. The 
plaintiffs-sought to explain that this re- 
ceipt was given upon the understanding 
that certain other payments were to be 
made by Alleman, but the case was not 
allowed to go to the jury, as the Court 
granted the motion made by the defense 
to non-suit the plaintiff. We under- 
stand that the case will likely go to the 
Supreme Court 


In Noah Sheely vs. Porter Bros. Co. 


the jury found for the plaintiff in the 
amount of $412.00. The allegation by 
the plaintiff in this case was to the ef- 
fect that the barrels used by the defend- 
ants in packing apples purchased from 
the plaintiff held more than three bush- 
els represented to be their capacity. The 
plaintiff is a large apple grower in this 
county. The defendants are apple buv- 
ers of Chicago, who purchased Mr. Shee- 
ly's apple crop last fall. 
The case 
grows out of a sale at that time.

CURIOUS PRIVILEGES OF CERTAIN 


OFFICIALS ON THAT DAY. 


Great Chamberlain** Rlglit to Enter the 


Kingr's Bedchamber and l>re.«» Him In 
All His Apparel, Keepinc the Koyml 


£• a Kecompense—Other* as Odd. 


The coronation is already a general 


topic of conversation, writes the Lon- 
don correspondent of the New York 
Sun. and much ancient lore is being 
repeated. The Lord Mayor and citi- 
zens of London have an importance of 
their own on the occasion of a corona- 
tion. By the mouth of the Recorder 
they hare claimed, and successfully 
in the past, "to oinciate in the office of 
the Butlery on the Coronation Day, 
and to assist the Chief Butler at table 
in the Hall, and after dinner in the 
chambers, and there to serve the no- 
bility."' 
Accordingly it was ordered, 


so far back as in the rei^u of Richard 
II.. that ''when the King should after 
enter into his chamber and call for 
Trine the Mayor of London should 
serve him therewith in a gold cup. and 
then have the same, together with its 
cover, as* cf 'Jie King's gift."' Though 
a year or mere is to elapse before these 
gay deeds be done the goldsmiths and 
the- silversmiths will meanwhile have 
plenty of occupation. 


The family of Dymoke. the heredit- 


ary champion of England, is still ex- 
taiir. and. moreover, in possession 01 
a highly interesting collection of gob 
lets bestowed upon their ancestors in 
the past. Sir Walter Scott, -who 
present at the coronation of George 
IV.. has left us an interssting account 
of that ceremony, in which he informs 
us that the Dymoke. who was cham- 
pion on that occasion, "was a fine- 
lookiug youth, who. however, bore too 
much the appearance of a maiden 
kniglit to be the challenger of the 
world. His armor was in good taste, 
but his shield, a round target or ron- 
daehe. -was out of all propriety, and 
impossible to use on horseback; so that 
it -was as well no one responded to his 
challenge." 


Another privilege iras granted at 


this same pageant to Miss Fellowes as 
"heib strewer," and the quaintest of 
all the many privileges brought into 
play -was that of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, "who has the right to pre- 
sent the King with a mess of porridge, 
which -was accordingly served up at 
the banquet, the sovereign tasting a 
spoonful. 
King Edward VII. will 


probably abolish many of these medi- 
aeval formalities. 


The present holder of the quaint title 


of "The Honorable, the King's Cham- 
pion." is Mr. Francis Seaman Dy- 
moke, of Scrivelsby Manor, Lincoln- 
shire, who. according to 
tradition, 


should at once lodge his title before 
the Court of Claims in order that he 
may officiate as "Champion of Eng- 
land'' at the coronation of King Ed- 
ward VII.. and, it is said, intends to 
do so. In bygone days the appearance 
or the champion riding into ^Vestmins- 
ter Hall, throwing down his gauntlet 
and challenging to mortal combat any 
one Trho should gainsay the sover- 
eign's title to the throne, was the most 
striking ceremonial of the coronation 
banquet. 
From time immemorial a

THE PHILIPPINE FORESTS. 


Of E«*rmotu Extent and Val*«—«OO T». 


rletle* of Tree*. 


It has been estimated that the for- 


ests of the Philippine Islands cover an 
area of about 40,000,000 acres. The 
Island of Mindanao with an area of 
some 20,000,000 acres has immense 
tracts of almost unbroken forest. The 
same is true with regard to the islands 
of Miudoro and Palawan, and even in 
Luzon, the most densely populated is- 
land of the group, and where most tim- 
ber has been cut, there still exist mil- 
lions of acres of virgin forest. 
The 


forests will prove to be areoug the 
greatest resources of these hoaur-ful 
and fertile islands, and, if the disposi- 
tion of the timber is judiciously man- 
aged by the Government, sufficient can 
be cut, without destroying the forests 
to provide funds for many much-need- 
ed public improvements, and to recom- 
pense the United States for the great 
military and other expenditures. Much 
of this can be done with absolute ad- 
vantage to the forests, as millions of 
cubic feet of timber should be cut in 
order to thin the dense growth so that 
the maximum annual growth of the 
trees can be obtained. 


One peculiarity about these forests 


is that there are no great areas cov- 
ered by any one species of tree, so that 
to accumulate a cargo of one kind of 
timber it must be assembled from dif- 
ferent localities. There are many rea- 
sons why large capital will be required 
to carry on a successful timber trade 
in these islands, but with sufficient 
means there is no commercial venture 
that will yield more remunerative 
profit. 


It is not deGnitely known how many 


different species of trees exist in the 
archipelago, but the number is proba- 
bly from 400 vo oOO. of which a large 
proportion are hard woods.—The For- 
ester.
